Public Instruction Head 
Asserts Schools Require 
Additional Funds 


WIRE) 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 3.—An in- 
crease of $6,256,000 in funds for 
the maintenance and support of 
elementary and high schools of 
California for the coming bien- 


nium wil) be requested of the State 
Board of Control in preparing the 
new State budget to be presented 
at the next session of the Legisla- 
ture, Will C. Wood, Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, an- 
nounced today. The budget for the 
schools providing for the increase 
will be presented at a hearing de- 
fore the board next week. 

Budget requirements for the ele- 
mentary schools, as given by Mr. 
Wood, total $30,620,410, as com- 
pared to $26,669,410 for the last bi- 
ennium, and $§8,.504,820 for the 
high schools, as compared 
$6,109,470 in the last budget. This 
is an increase of $3,861,000 in the 
elementary schools and $2,396,360 
in the high schoola. 

The increase is made necessary 
by the tremendous increare in en- 
rollment in the schools and is based 
on constitutional requirements un- 
der which schoo! funds are appor- 
tioned according to average daily 
attendance, Mr. Wood «ald. 

The last budge! was prepared in 
1920. The estimated enrollment 
prepared by th. department of the 
elementary schools in 1924 is 625,- 
876, as compared to 429,816 in 
1920. in the high schools it is 
estimated at 153,451 in 1924, as 
compared to 93.443 in 1920. 

Sharp increase in the tudgetse of 
the State teachers colleges for the 
coming biennium also will be nec- 
essary, owing to increased enroll- 
ment, said A. R. Heron, deputy 
director of education. In the last 
two years enrollment in several of 
these institutions b more than 
doubled, he said.
